ging behind in 
the 
improvements 


made in some of the other states- 
Many of our most intelligent men are 
deploring the decadence of our rural 
schools. Bnt Ohio has- one advantage 
over the states. 


"Xo mandatory system 
of 
rural 


school supervision is yet entrenched 
or fastened on our rural schools, and 
this fact gives us a better opportun- 
ity to work out an ideal scheme 1or 
more adequate rural school supervi- 
sion 


* In the states visited industrial edu- 


cation is a most live problem. 
In 


Wisconsin they begaa to work out 
some phases of Industrial education 
years before we 
began. They are 


now working out the fifth grade, in 
the Stout Industrial School at Menom- 
inee, under most favorable conditions.
